He says Gleichen is fortunate in 
having an excellent system of Janes, 
which can be used almost entirely 
for sewers, thereby saving over a 
mile of sewers, and there is the ad- 
ditional advantage that the streets, 
front lawns, etc:, need never be cut 
up. 

In order to have the main sewer 
deep enough to ultimately catch all 
the branch sewers and drain all 
cellars, it is necessary to take 4 
point uf discharge at least 400 feet 
south of the C.P.R. culvert and by 
this sewer at a somewhat flat gra- 
dient. It is proposed to lay a 15 
tile pipe sewer on two per cent grade 
from the outlet to the road allow- 
ance, and from thence a 12 inch 
pipe on a 25 per cent. grade along 
Sixth ave., Crowfvot street, Fourth 
ave., Crowfoot lane and on Third 
ave, as far as the lane north of 
Gleichen street. From this point 
along Third ave. to the lane north 
of Cawthorn street a 10 inch pipe 
would be sufficient. A 12inch and 
10 inch muin sewer would also be 
laid eastwards along the road allow- 
ance to catch the drainage from the 
eastern section of the town. All 
other sewers would be 8 inch except 
in a few cases where the gradient is 
very steep and 6 inch pipes would 
be large enough. 

As regards the question of sewer- 
age disposal or purification the 
Provincial Health Department har 
estimated for the present a pit will 
be satisfactory, 

The portion of the sewerage aya- 
tem to be constructed ut present is 
estimated to cast 85854. 

In his summary Mr. Hadden 
puints gut the total cost of water- 
works and sewers is $29,714, Lut 
advises that @31,000 be raised t. 
provide aginst the cuutingency of 
the debentures selling below par. 
and for laying the street portion of 
house connections and for an initial 
equipment of fire hose, hose reel, 
play pipes, and nozzles. He figures 
the annual payment for 831,009 at 
5 per evnt. and 20 years would be 
$2187, added to the cust of running 
the plant, would make a total an- 
nual charge of 84487. Water miains 
and branch sewers could be assessed 
as local improvement frontage tax, 
which would considerably reduce 
the general assesament.

Russian government if his offence was 


passed in the local house without op-| 
position, | 

The resolution was seconded by! 
Frank Walker, while Bramley, Moore. 
R. 1. Telford and W. F, Puffer also 
spoke a few words of endorsation. Mr.) 
Moore suggested that if the offence 
Fedorenko committed was a serious) 
one and he had got 3,000 miles away 
from the scene of his crime, the Rus- 
sian government ought to be glad to 
be rid of him. : | 

Tracing the history of the Fedor. | 
enko case, the points Mr, O’Brien im- 
pressed were that the offence was of 
a political character and that accord- 
ing to the treaty with Russia of 1886, 
political offenders are not liable to 
extradiction and the only offence for 
which capital punishment was applic- 
able in Russia was a political one, 
which meant Fedorenko would cer- 
tainly be subjected to if he was re- 
turned, Mr. O'Brien's address was 
devoid of sentiment or feeling. He 
merely placed the facts before the as-) 
sembly in a practical way. a 

In seconding the motion Mr, Walker 
stated that the Fedorenko case was) 
the first of its kind in western Canada, 
as it was charged that a crime which 
included murder had been committed. 
There were, however, two Russian 
political fugutives in Alberta whom 
the Russian government were very 
anxious of apprehending. Their  of- 
fence was probably more serious than 
Fedorenko's, without consideration of 
the murder, but the Russian govern- 
ment could not get hold of them for 
they were under the protection of the 
British flag and the fugitives greatly 
-appreciated that protection. Mr. 
Walker read an editorial from the Tor- 
onto Globe relative to the case, where- 
in it was stated that further investi- 
gation should be held so as to throw 
more light on the motive of Fedor- 
enko's crime. 

Mr. Telford and Mr. Puffer express- 
ed sympathy with the resolution,

JEWELED BOOKS. 


Volumes Bound In Gold and Set With 
Precious Stones, 


There was an ancient legend to the 
effect that the famous ‘‘Golden Fleece” 
was a book covered in sheepskin,! 
teaching the transmutation of the bas-: 
er metals into pure gold, ' 

The Roman scrolls were adorned) 


‘ with bosses of gold or gems, and their! 


leaves having been smoothed with 
yumice were scented with cedar oil. 
The Byzantine emperors were great 
patrons of books and “the Byzantine 
coatings’’ or book covers were famous 
for their magnificence; they were of 
gold, silver, copper, gilt, set with jew- 
els, and these massive tones were car- 


‘ried in imperial processions. 


“The Silver Book” of Ulphilas, 
Bishop of Moesia, a translation of the 
Gospels, was rebuked by St. Jerome. 
“Your books are covered with precious 
stones,” said he, ‘while Christ died 
naked, before the gate of His temple”; 
which has been compared to the say- 
ing of Sadi, the Persian poet, concern- 
ing the Mohammedan scriptures: ‘The 
Koran was given to reform the con- 
duct of men, and men_ have only 
thought of embellishing its pages.” 

The books produced in the early cen- 
turies of the middle ages were of re- 
markable beauty, inwardly and out- 
wardly; religious manuscripts were 
enriched by  illuminations within, 
while their covers were of silver, gold 
and enamel encrusted with gems. 
They were bestowed as splendid gifts 
by bishops and 
houses and churches, where they were 
HEAD on the altar or chained to a 
Uesk. 

Such chained books were named 
“Catenati’; a rough outer covering 
protecting them of dark skin, or seal- 
skin, and later of ‘‘chrevotin,” 
of leather, or “‘sendal,” a coarse silk. 
Such coverings were also called ‘‘che- 
mises,” as a “chemise of sandal 
wood.”’ These rare books were also 
placed in caskets, in shrines or ‘“‘cap- 
soe’; in Ireland they were laid in 
satchels, otherwise named “‘polaires,” 
or “Tiagha Ubur,” and the Celtic 
bookbinding possessed peculiar 
beauty of its own. 

There were secular bookbinders 
the middle ages who gradually formed 
themselves into guilds of craftsmen, 
but the monks alone united the arts 
of composition, caligraphy, iilumina- 
tion, bookbinding, setting of jewels, 


a 


enamelling and work on leather, silver | 


and gold in one artist. The monaster- 
ies of Kenilworth and Sithen were 
granted unlimited rights of huntin 
that they might obtain “stag hide 
for binding their books. 

The European princes were great 
book lovers, and songs of their collec- 
tions are famous, though now dispers- 
-d far and wide, sometimes reappear- 
ing as treasures cast up on the shores 
of time in some museum or library. 
Charlemagne was a great patron of 
bookbinding, surrounding _ himself 
with Italian workmen; Theolind, 
Queen of the Lombards, presented a 
magnificent Gospel, overlaid with gold, 
silver and jewels, to the Cathedral 
of Monza. 

The Dukes of Burgundy were re- 
nowned for their libraries.

Lady Jane Grey, Mary 
Queen of Scots and Catherive de Medi- 
cis were all book lovers; the Scottish 
Queen usually had her books bound 
in black, but one notable volume was 
covered in red velvet, clasped with 
platina and stud ied with jewels, 

In 1853 the French King, Henry III., 
passed a law prohibiting the wearing 
of jewels by the middle class, with 
special permission to adorn their mis- 
sels and devotional books with din- 
monds; they might have four dia 
monds on their book covers, the nobles 
five and the princes any number. In 
the middle of the 16th century, when 
Buda was sacked by the Turks, mag- 
nificent manuscripts were ruined for 
their jewels.

Signor Farranto, the farcous electrician, lecturing 
hefore the institute of electrical engineers in London, Eng , 
foretold wonderful developments in the use of electricity. 
He declared that before long the weather would be con- 
trolled by electricity so that even the sun will shine or rain 
as necessary. Circling the coasts by one electrical 
defense which will foree theclonds to  derend 
to the sea in the form of vapor instead of drifting 
over the country and obscuring the sunlight when the sun 
is needed 

Farranto predicted that hefore many years elec- 
tricity would be produced at one-sixteenth of the present 
cost of production and thus it would be supplied for every 
; urpose of energy and lighting by generating on ecien- 
titie and properly conducted lines, The by-products of 
coal converted into electricty will furnish an amount of 
fertilizer sufficient for every acre of agricultural land in 
the country, 

“All the coal we have to burn should be converted 
into electricity,” said Farranto.“ Then all the wants now 
met by burning coal will be infinitely better filled by elec- 
tricity. We should convert our coal by the wholesale at a 
few great centers only and retail it in the form of elvctric- 
ity to the users of coal all over the country, Then we 
would eave 90,000,000 tons of coal annually and by inten- 
sive oultivation, be able t» growin the present acreage all 
the food we need at prese. t”

That the hunger for farmlands on 
the part of Americans, is if any- 
thing on the inerease, is shown by 
tae fact that last week, when a 
Jarge arca of non-irrigable land sit- 
unted on the Central Section of the 
irrigation block, was thrown on the 
market, twenty four houre after- 
wards, fifty six xections—over 34,- 
000 acres—were signed for during 
the day.

Contracts call for the 
development of a portion of this 
Jand in the coming spring, so that 
activity promised for this section of 
the central portion of the irrigation 
Ulock will be very great.

of St. Helena, spent his summer’s holi- | 


day this year in London, and in in- 
terviews with newspapers there told 
Englishmen some interesting facte 
about the island where Napoleon died. 

“The general idea,’ he said, ‘is 
that St. Helena is a barren rock, and 
so it may appear to passengers on 
passing ships. But the scenery in the 
uplands of St. Helena is very beau- 
tiful. 

“There are rich grass-lands, woods 
in plenty, and hills covered with an 


extraordinary variety of tropical and | 


other vegetation, 

“The climate is probably the 
healthiest in the world. In 1908 the 
death rate was only six per cent. The 


| number of deaths was twenty-three, 


eleven of them being persons either 
one year or over seventy years of age. 


| St. Helena would make an ideal sana-

“Practically no Napo!eonic tradition 
now survives among the islanders. 
The old house at Longwood, where 
the emperor passed the last six years 
of his life, is empty, and the French 
Government spends very little in 
keeping it in repair.

BOW 
FIRST NEWS OF MUTINY. 
British Were Warned by W. Brend- 


ish, a Telegraph Operator. 


The following story of the Indian 
musiny is told in The London Duily 

ail; 

There has just been retired from 
the service of the Postmaster-General 
a servant who may be said to have 
practically saved India to this coun- 
try. This is W. Brendish, telegraph 
master, the sole survivor of those 
who were present in Delhi in May, 
1857, and who, in the courageous dis 
charge of his duty on the memorable 
llth of that month, rendered invalu- 
able service to the stute. 

It was Mr. Brendish who, without 
orders and acting on his own respon- 
sibility, despatched the telegram 
which warned the authorities of the 
Punjab of the outbreak of the terrible 
mutiny, ‘The sepoys have come in 
from Meerut and are burning every- 
thing,” he wired. “Mr. Todd & dead, 
and, we hear, several Europeahs. We 
must shut up.” 

The fateful news was sent to La- 
hore by Mr. Brendish, who was then 
} but a youth, while the mutineers 
were pursuing their work of slaugh- 
ter in every part of the cantonment. 
It has been acknowledged that this 
presence of mind on the part of young 
Brendish saved India. The story is 
told by Mr. Brendish in a modest 
narrative of his services on that 
eventful day. The telegraph staff at 
Delhi, he says, consisted of Mr. Todd, 
assistant in local charge, and two 
young signallers, Brendish and Pilk- 
ington 

On Sunday, the 10th of that month, 
in the forenoon, the signallers at the 
Meerut office wired that eighty men 
of the 3rd Cavalry had been confined, 
and were to be blown away from 
guns for refusing tu bite the Enfield 
cartridges only recently issued to 
the troops. No further news was re- 
ceived, and at 4 p.m. the line with 
Meerut was found to be interrupted. 
{ On the foilowing morning Mr. Todd 
took a dak and started for Meerut, to 
ascertain at what point along the road 
the break had occurred. He got no 
further than the bridge of boats over 
Jumna, for he there met the mutin- 
ous 3rd Cavalry, who killed him. 

The signallers remained at their 
post in the telegraph office, which 
was fortunately outside the city 
walls, about one mile distant from 
the Kashmir Gate and from the Flag- 
staff Tower. They saw a regiment of 
native infantry with two guns pass 
along the road from cantonments to- 
wards the city, and learned after- 
wards that they had joined the 3rd 
Cavalry. Later on, heavy firine was 
heard in the city, and Brendish, who 
was at the signalling instruments, 
kept on wiring to Lahore all news 
that was brought to him. 

At noon he went out on the road to 
see what was going on, and presently 
there passed a wounded British offi- 
cer, driving from the city, who called 
out: “For God’s sake get inside and 
close the doors. 

“We did so,’ says Mr. Brendish 
“but even then Pilkington and I did 
not feel we were secure, as we were 
but two lads encumbered with the 
wife and child of Mr. Todd, whose 
sad end was not yet known to us, and 
surrounded by servants who perhaps 
were prepared to take our lives, but 
who were doubtful as to the termina- 
tion of events,” 

For two hours more the boys held 
on, listening to the firing within the 
walls. At 2 p.m. Brendish went to 


time and signalled to the hands at 
the other end of the wire the historic 
message, ending “and now I am off,” 
the meaning being that they were 
leaving the office. 

He and his comrade had persuaded 
Mrs. Todd to accompany them to the 
Flagstaff Tower, where a number of 
Europeans had already congregated 
as it was the only possible place of 
safety. They remained there until 
sunset, and witnessed the blowing up 
of the magazine. That night the re- 
fugees fled, and the two signallers 
eventually got safe to Umballa,

BECHE-DE-MER FISHING 
SEA SLUGS ARE A PROFITABLE | 
CROP OFF AUSTRALIA, 


“Trepangs,"’ as They Are Sometiimer 
' Called, Are Chiefly Valuable For 


and Highly Prized In Certain Parts 
of the Wor!d—Chinese Are Exten- | 
sive Consumers of the Delicacy. 


' I do not suppose nine persons out 
ot ten can tell you what are beches- 
‘de-mer. Something of the sea, of , 
course—‘‘de mer.’’ Yes, but let those 
nine persons look in a French dic- 
tionary for the word “beche,”’ and 
they will find it means a spade. A 
“spade of the sea,”’ or a sea-spade! 
The name or expression conveys noth- | 
ing. Yet the diving or fishing for | 
these sea-spades or beches-de-mer is 
one of the most curious industries of 
the Pacific, nay of Northern Australia. | 

To keep the reader no longer in ‘per- 
plexity, beches-de--ner are sea slugs, | 


|and they are highly esteemed as ar | 


ingredient of a thick soup considered 
a luxury in Melbourne, Paris, and | 
especially in China, In fact, epicure 
all over the world are said to smack | 
their lips in delight on once tasting 
the dish and to ever after seek it 
eagerly. 
Ugh! 
slugs!

Well, the Chinese eat a cer- 


the kind we know, of course—made 
of twigs and grass, no, no—and in 
South Italy people often have a small 
octopus as the piece-de-resistance at 
dinner, with snails as a relish; while 
frogs’ legs are thought very good eut- 
ing by others than Frenchmen. 
These sea slugs are also known by 
the name of trepangs, which is the 
Malay name for them, and in Fiji they 
are called ‘dri’ or “endres,’’ both 
which words in our own language, 
strange to say, mean to suffer. They | 
are best known, however, by the name | 
beche-ce-mer, which was given to 
them by the French, who were the 
first Europeans to come across them 
in China 
If anything they are more like cu- 
cumbers than spades or slugs, being 
the same in shape and covered with 
innumerable little suckers or legs. 
They are not fish, although found iu 
the sea, but marine animals, and be- 
long to the invertebrate family of 
Holothuroidea. In China as much as 
$1,000 a ton used to be paid for the 
best kinds as far back as 1877, so the 
industry is not a new one. Now the 
price of the most expensive sorts 
would seem to have dropped to $500 
a ton. But a great deal depends on 
the perfection with which the slug or 
trepang is cured, and it is asserted 
that many traders who have taken up | 
the gathering of the creatures cannot 
cure them os they were formerly. 
Quantities of beches-de-mer, I be- 
lieve, are now sold to some of the 
first-rate hotels, kitchens, and restaur 
ants in London. The two finest varie 
ties—and, by the way, there are some- 
thing like thirty-five varieties alto 
gether, though only five or six have | 
any marketable value—are what are | 
known as the “titfish” 
ond the “black-fish.” 
From six inches to two feet in length | 
the beche-de-mer varies in size as well | 
as in other respects. It feeds on | 


or teat-fish, | 


small insects in the reef-sand and on , 


tiny fish, and move slowly along by 
the alternate contraction and exten- 
sion of its body. Nature has afforded 
it the means of baffling its enemies, | 
like most helpless creatures. It ex- 
udes at will a gu®-like fluid which 
makes the sand stick to it, so that it 
can thus conceal itself. 

From the price paid for these ani 
mals, one would be inclined to think a 
ton of them would take a lot of gath 
ering, but no; they are found in such 
dense shoals that a ton is easily col 
lected by the Malay or Japanese div- 
ers, who as a rule go down naked after 
them the same as after pearl-oysters, 
and will get a ton very likely in a 
bingle afternoon. Drag-nets are also 
used, I believe, for collecting them. 
But the shallower parts of the ocean 
are being exhausted of the animals, so 
that before long it is expected the div 
ing-suit, with its helmet, airpipes, etc., 
will have to be employed for their

CANADIAN BIG GAME. 


| Moose and Caribou Lead Among Kings 


of the Forest. 
Northwestern Canada and portions 


{of Alaska still contain great numbers 
| of large game, but in some localities | 


this has already become very scarce. 


This is almost the last spot in Amer- | 


ica where big game is abundant; there 
remain only the Arctic regions. 

It is evident, says Forest 
Stream, that in a new country lack- 
ing transportation facilities and in- 


| vaded by great numbers of civilized 
men, who must depend in large mea- | 
sure on the country for subsistence, | 


the larger native fauna will soon dis- 
appear. In this northern region trav- 
elers, trappers, and prospectors sub- 
sist very largely on the game and fish 
that they take, and great quantities of 
wild meat are brought int. the settle- 
ments for sale. 

There has been enormous waste by 
the white game killers, and if the 
waste by the Indians has been less it 
is only because the Indians are fewer 
in number, In some localities the con- 
tinued and reckless killing of game

The chief game animal in much of 
that country is the moose, which is so 
abundant that from a_ good lookout 
high up on the mountains moose ean 
be seen almost any fine day by the 
aid of field glasses. In certain _por- 
tions of the country west of the Mac- 
kenzie River caribou are still seen in 
great herds at the proper season of 
the year, but these herds appear to be 


| growing constantly smaller, 


Mountain sheep are yet abundant in 
many places, and owing to their ha- 
bits of life are perhaps in less imme- 
diate danger of extermination than 
the moose or caribou. 

-It is obvious that as the settlement 
of this northern country proceeds the 
game must disappear. It is only by 
the establishment of game refuges in 
these regions that it can le preserved, 
and at the present time the residents 
of that northern country are interest- 
ed in the game only so far as it may 
be turned into money.

It was into this home that Angus 
Mackintosh brought his young wife, 
a pretty French girl by name Ar- 
change St. Martin, and it was here 
that the surrounding settlers and In- 
dians brought their furs, for which 
they received money, trinkets and 
provisions. 

During the long winter evenings, es- 
pecially during the Yuletide season, 
the spacious halls and corridors of
